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The different inventions are: 

1. Claims 1 to 33 directed to a rotary engine including at least one exhaust port leading out of the housing for 
discharge of exhaust gases and respective purge ports leading out of the housing downstream of the exhaust port to 
facilitate discharge of residual exhaust gases, also the purge ports being associated with air inlet ports to admit air into 
the cavity. 

2. Claims 36 to 42 directed to a rotary engine comprising at least one rotor tip contacting a portion of the housing 
during rotation and a landing zone provided in the housing. 

3. Claims 43 to 47 directed to a rotary engine comprising a first seal provided in a first channel in the rotor, a second 
seal provided in a second channel of the rotor, and a blocking element. 
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
